Hears Julian Harris 


At the City Club of Atlanta Thurs- 
day a-talk was made by Julian Harris, 
of The Constitution. Judge Earnest 
Kontz, president of the club, intro- 
duced the speaker. 

Mr. Harris referred to the excite- 
ment aroused by the attempts of com- 
munists and told how Baltimore, Md., 
had successfully handled the demon- 
stration there several weeks ago. The 
communists were allowed to parade 
and were protected by the _ police. 
There was no trouble. The speaker 
sugzcested that “it was the part of 


wisdom to permit groups to eXpress | 


their thoughts, no matter how much 
they were out of line with our own 
ideas or preconceived notions.” 
“So-called ‘causes’ thrive on perse- 
cution,” said Mr. Harris, “and there 
is no more certain way of guaran- 
teeing the growth of any doctrine than 
by making martyrs of its followers. 
Ideas are like gunpowder—they burn 
rather harmlessly if violently in the 


open, but when confined, an explosion | 


occurs.” 

In support of his advocacy of free- 
dom of speech, Mr. Harris quoted Vol- 
taire, who said to his enemy, Helve- 
trus, “I deny what you say but lI 
shall defend to the death your right 
to say it,’ and Thomas Jefferson's 
assertion, “I have sworn upon the 
altar of God eternal hostility against 


‘every form of tyranny over the mind 


of man.” 

Mr. Harris paid a tribute to Fre- 
mont Older, of San Francisco Call- 
Bulletin, referring to him as the 
greatest living American editor. The 
speaker told of the fight for truth 
made by Mr. Older despite the fact 
that he was dropped from the clubs 
of the city, ostracised by the majority 
of his friends and discharged from 
The Bulletin, a newspaper which he 
had built up by his courageous and 
intelligent policies. Mr. Harris de- 
scribed Mr. Older as the most tolerant 
man he had ever met, and that the 
San Francisco editor had said his in- 
tellectual objective was to become 
absolutely tolerant of intolerance,

WOMEN VOTERS LEAGUE 


INDURSES NAVAL PACT 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 1.—(@®)| 
A resolution “heartily supporting” 
the London naval limitations treaties 


Was introduced, under national board 
sponsorship, at today’s session of the 
League of Women Voters’ tenth an- 
hiversary convention. 

League rules prevented final action 
today, but the delegates unanimously 
voted to consider it at Saturday's ses- 
sion, and applauded an announcement | 
that President Hoover had sent the 
treaties to the senate. 

Other resolutions called on Presi- 
dent Hoover and on congress for ac- 
tion in behalf of maternity and in- 
fancy legislation and the United 
States children’s bureau, and on the 
senate for final passage of the act 
establishing equal nationality mend 


for women “without hampering amend- 
ments.” 

These resolutions also were favor- | 
ably voted for consideration, with 
final action set for Saturday. 

The resolution urging congréss to 
re-enact promptly maternity and in- 
fancy legislation “reaffirmed” the 
measure itself and the children’s bu- 
reau administration of the federal 
fund. This action would be in direct 
opposition to the “second Cooper 
bill,’ pending in the house, and call- 
ed “an administration measure’ by 
convention speakers, which would 
divide the administration between 
children’s bureau and public health 
service. It was recommended by the 
national board of the league. Mrs. 
Alfred D. Kohn, of Chicago, added a 
resolution from the floor thanking 
President Hoover for his appreciation 
of the children’s bureau and calling 
on him and congress to increase its 
resources, 

The convention failed to follow 1929 
precedent by introduction of a_ reso- 
lution calling for enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Nor did the New York delegation 
offer resolution for study of birth 
control legislation with a view to pos- 
sible sponsorship, although Miss Belle 
Sherwin, president, specifically offer- 
ed opportunity for such action. An- 
nouncement was made on the conven- 
tion floor that the New York dele- 
gation had won a committee vote of 
9 to 8 favoring the birth control 
measure, though failing to get the 
necessary two-thirds. New York dele- 
gates later expressed pleasure in the 
progress made, saying they preferred 
to continue the campaign in their own 
state before pressing it further na- 
tionally.

ecially after they have bitten some- 
ody. To be sure, according to Mr. 
Sellers, the family of the bitten per- 
son feels like killing the offending 
animal, but this procedure oftentimes 
will hamper treatment of the victim. 
The dog should be penned up, if /pos- 
sible, and observation allowed \ 
week of imprisonment for observation 
is recommended by Mr. Sellers. 

“In the meantime, if the wounds are 
severe,” said Mr. Sellers, “of if they 
are lofated about the face or head, 
anti-rabie treatment should be begun.

No more truly gifted entertainer has 
visited Atlanta than Mrs. Collingwood 
Tucker, of New York city,’ who is 
attending grand opera this season and 
is the guest of Miss Belle Woolford 
and her brother, Cator Woolford, at 
Jacquelin Lodge, their estate on Ponce 
de Leon avenue, in Druid Hills. 

To Mrs. Tucker belongs the distine- 
tion of being the one person in this 
country who has seriously undertaken 
to preserve negro folk songs and one 
who is doing it in an indescribably 
charming way. Descended from a 
long line of southern ancestors, she 
has an understanding of the negro, 
and the environment in which he lived 
in the old south, which enables her to 
visualize intimate bits of the weird 
old spirituals. The service she is 
rendering to the American folk lore 
is the presentation of songs which were 
never heard outside ‘of the environ- 
ment of the camp meeting or work 
songs heard only in the cottonfields 
and canebrakes, and the quaint melo- 
dies and lullabies avhich cames from 
the lips of the black mammies of okl 
days. These spirituals were never 
written and were preserved as tradi- 


tions, taught from one generation to 
another. That she heard them when 
the negro was uuconscious of a listen- 
er is why these songs of Mrs. Tuck- 
er are so true to life and wh? they 
portray so faithfully that phase of 
the negro which is now only a mem- 
ory. She has made records for the 
folk lore collection of Harvard Uni- 
versity which will increase in value 
and significance with every passing 
year. 

Mrs. Tucker, a slim, golden-haired - 
woman, is especially gifted in enter- 
taining.

The ability to hold base run- 
ners close to first base is most 
important. Bases are stolen on 
the pitcher and not on the catcher 
as is commonly supposed. It is 
almost impossible for a catcher 
to throw out a runner stealing 
second base if the pitcher does 
not have a good move to first.

By constant practice you c2il 
learn exactly how far you can 
‘lean to the plate before throwing 
first, and not have a balk 
called.
